The Gettysburg National Park 
has awarded a $36,862 contract for 
re-roofing more than a score of 
buildings on IO farms in the park 
to 
Bonded 
Applicators, 
Inc., 
Waynesboro, low bidder for the 
job. 


National 
Park 
Superintendent 
James B Myers said the work, 
which will begin in about three 
weeks and is to be finished in 
three months, is part of Project 
66 and is intended to help get farm 
buildings in the National Park 
here in good repair for the cen­ 
tennial of the battle in 1963. 
Superintendent Myers also an­ 
nounced that an additional con 
tract for road surfacing work will 
he awarded later this summer and 
late next month bids will be asked 
for the construction of the new 
cyclorama building along Han 
cock Ave., just south of Zeigler’* 
Grove. 


Four Firm* Bid 
The road surfacing work will 
supplement 
road 
improvement 
work done by contract in the park 
last summer when about a third 
of the park’s main avenues were 
improved. 
The Waynesboro firm was the 
lowest among four bidders for the 
big roofing job which will put 
wooden shingles, fastened with 
copper nails, on farm buildings, 
most of which were given shingle 
roofs in the early 1930’s and now’ 
are badly in nm ! of repair. In 
some cases, the new shingles will 
replace corrugated metal roofs 
that had been put on deteriorated 
shingle roofs.

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Trailer Is Great Vacation 
Fun For California Family

LOS ANGELES 
(AP)-W hat's 
it like to take a vacation in a 
trailer? 
When you're on the highway, 
you have the strange feeling that 
something is following your car 
closely. 
(Something is.) You’re 
surprised when you can’t make 
a quick getaway from a signal, 
and climbing hills is a bit of a 
strain. But on flat roads you 
scarcely remember what you’re 
hauling. 
Living in the trailer makes you 
claustrophobic at first. But then 
you become delighted at how cozy 
and convenient everything is. 
These were conclusions of one 
family after a 
week’s experi­ 
ment in mobile living. It all start 
when another Associated Press 
staffer, Jack Quigg, suggested we 
join his family on a trailer vaca­ 
tion. The suggestion sounded like 
a lark, so we tried it. 
State Laws Important 
First, preparation. I pored over 
the California Vehicle Code to 
learn the laws about trailers. You 
can’t drive faster than 45 m p h 
You’ve got to have rear lights 
on the trailer and wide-arm side 
mirrors on your car. 
Mobile homes of JO feet and 
over cast from $3,500 to $9,000. 
But most trailers rented for vaca­ 
tions are 15-footers. They can sleep 
four co fortably, have gas stove 
and oven, electric lights, ice box 
and dining area. They are under

in the Los Angeles area; $25 a 
week. 
Enough of facts, let’* get on 
the road. I got the family car 
equipped with a hitch and re­ 
ported to a company in Sun Val­ 
ley to pick out a handsome 23- 
footer. 
Feeling

greenhorn, 
I asked executive Ken Dixon for 
driving instructions. 
“Don’t worry — it’ll follow right 
along,” lie said casually. 
Ready For Adventure 
So I pulled out, the monster 
behind me. As Dixon suggested. 
it followed right along. I soon 
realized I didn’t even need to 
make the wide, sweeping turns 
around corners. 
At home, the parents and two 
daughters 
loaded the home-on- 
wheels with a hundred pounds of 
food, 
clothes, 
bedding, 
books, 
games, 
records, 
etc. 
Storage 
space everywhere. At last we 
were ready for the big adventure 
and set out on the Hollywood 
Freeway. 
Its unnerving at first to cling 
to the right-hand lane with the 
old folks and trucks while the 
other cars go whizzing past. But 
you get used to it. You also learn 
to baby your load along, acceler­ 
ating deliberately and anticipat­ 
ing the stops. 
First stop was a trailer park 
near Palm Springs. We got parked 
—backing up isn’t easy, as you 
may have suspected—and hooked 
up to water, electricity and sew­ 
er. Then we began the trailer life. 
First impressions;

Khrushchev showed signs 
of age and weariness when he 
made his whirlwind visit to East 
Germany last March. 
Upon his return to Moscow, all 
sorts of rumors began popping up. 
Some European papers said he 
had suffered fainting spells at 
East Berlin. Others assigned to 
him a wide variety of ailments, 
including a brain 
tumor, high 
blood pressure and circulatory ail­ 
ments. 
The rumors spread so far that 
the Soviet Foreign Ministry took 
the unusual step of denying them. 
It denied he had suffered dizzy 
spells in East Berlin. A govern­ 
ment spokesman said Khrushchev 
enjoyed health other people should 
envy.
